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Bu +. YOKOHAMA : 
Our advices hence are to the 13th June, The China and 
Japa SN. Company's screw. steamer Elgin arrived on the 
11th,’ bridging the English ‘mail of the 11th April, and the 
-French mail of the 17th. 
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On the afternvon of the 28th May the long-expected steamer 
Conqueror arrived from Hong Kong with the battalion of Royal 
Marines on board, and the following officers :—Colonel Suther, 
in command ; Lieut. Colonels Penrose and Adair, Captains de 
Courcey, Parry, Seymour, Taylor, Lean, Colwell ; Lieut. and 
Adjutant Poyntz; Lieut. and Quartermaster Barker—Doctors 
Ord, Robertson, Egles ; Lieutenants Hore, Silver, Inglis, Dwyer, 
Johnston ; 2nd Lieutenants Norcock, Peters, Larkin, Kennedy ; 
and 530 non-commissioned officers aud mev. The bluff on the 
eastern side of this’ settlement (says the Japan Herald) has 
aow an unusually busy appearance. Within afew hours after the 
arrival of the Conqueror, numberless carts laden with lumber and 
building materials of various description, and some hundreds of 
workmen, crowded the hill approaching the new British Consulate 
reserve lot, which was soon mapped out with boundary 
stakes, indicating the position of large and numerous buildings, 
the frame-work of many of which is already raised. These 
buildings, we understand, will be occupied by the 20th Regt, 
On Tuesday, at two o'clock, it was known that the Congueror . 
was about to land her passengers, and a Jarge concourse of the 
foreign residents assembled on the Bund to witnéss the de- 
barkation. The landing took place in beautiful order, tho men 
were drawn up on the Bund, and when all had assembled, they 
were marched up to the large plateau adjoining the United States 
Consulate Reserve, and between that and the recently erected 
Japenese barracks, where they are now, under canvas. So long 
as the fine weather lasts, a more pleasant, as well as healthful 
location, could not have been found for them, and this they 
seem heartily to appreciate, for the men, some at drill, others 
lying about smoking or reading, or chatting, their band playing, 
the Japanese hucksters vending their wares, amt the general 
hilarity, tempered with the order of discipline, renders it a 
scene evidently enjoyed by the actors, as it is pleasant and’ 
gratifying to the beholders, The fine martial appearance of | 
the men was universally seen and commented on by all 
who saw them. 

The embarkation on the ath May of Mens. du ‘Chiesne do 
Bellecourt, late Minister of France in Japan, on board tke P. 
and O. steamer Nepaul for Shanghai, en route for home, was a 
perfect ovation. Nearly an hour: before : the time- fixed for 
leaving, the residents—not only the French but those of all 


-| other nationalities—began to congregate on the new Hatoba. . 


A guard of honour, composed of tho marines’ of the Dutch 
men-of-war, formed in order about eight o’clock, and at half- 
past his Excellency, escorted by the company of the batallion 
Chasseurs d’Afrique, was accompanied by Mons. Leon Roches, 
the new French Minister, Sir Rutherford Alcock, General 
Prayn, Minister of the United States, D. de Graeff von Poles- 
brock, Esq., H.N.M.’s Minister, Mons. Lapeyeruse, French 
Consul, Mons. von Lradt, Prussian Consul, G. F. Plate, Esq., 
Dutch Consul, and we believe the other consuls, together 
with many of the junior officials of all the Legations. 
and Consulates, to the pier. His colleagues and more im- 
mediate official friends had scarcely time to bid their farowell, 
when personal eateem and friendship on all hands broke through 
the restraint of etiquette, and a general rush was made of- 
French, English, American, and Dutch, to obtain a parting 
grasp of that hand which but few would again hold in their , 
own. Adieux, farewells, and the even more emphatic “ God 
bless you"—saluted :M. Bellecourt for many minutes. . Time, . 
however, began to shorten, and the fuming funnel of the Nepaut 
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warned all that the parting could not longer be delayed. His 
Excellency was conveyed on board the small Dutch steamer 
which had been courteously placed at his disposal. But even 
yet many would havo still one more adieu. Every available 
boat was filled. A general rush—offcials and civilians now 
intermingled—was made for the steamers—and soon the con- 
course which he had but just left on the Hatoba received him 
on the deck of the Nepavl. Ashe passed from the landing to 
the vessel H.IM.S. Dupleiz, 20th regiment saluted with 14 
guns. The Kanagawa fort hoisted the French flag and saluted 
with a little number, which was acknowledged by the Dupleix 
hoisting the Japanese flag and returning the same salute. 

His Excellency seemed much impressed with the very cordial 
farewell taken of him—and again—and yet once more were the 
adieux repeated until the vessel was almost on the move. 

The [P. and O. steamer Cadiz arrived on the 6th June, 
brought Mr. Lindau, who comes duly accredited as full consul 
for the Swiss Confederation. 

On the 30th May, according to advertisement, M. Lapey- 
rouse, f. f. French Consul, offered to competition (among 
French subjects only) certain lots on the new French (Swamp) 
Concession, There was a very large attendance of buyers, and 
the bidding brisk and decided, Lot No, 1, 217 tsoubos, situated 
at the rear of the property of M. l’abbé Mermet de Cachon, 
subject toa ground rent of (say) $73 per annum, after oon- 
siderable competition, was knocked down to Messrs, Hecht, 
Lilienthal, and Co. for $2,250. Lot No. 2, 129 tsoubor, 
ground rent $47, adjoining the above, was bought by E, Piquet, 
Esq., for $1,050. 

The case of Ross, Barber, and Co. v. Samuel J. Gower, tried 
in the British Consular Court, before Vive-Consul Flowers, with 
Messrs. L, A. Joseph and G. H, Alcock as Assessora, had 
excited considerable interest. The plaintiffs’ case was— 

The steamer Viola was circulated for freight for Hong Kong on the 
23rd May ; in this circular nothing was said about payment of freight ; on 
the 24th plaintiffs engaged freight by her; their shipping-order was signed 
and their goods shipped and they made out their bills of lading freight pay- 
able at Hong Kong, alleging that it is the custom of this port to make 
freight payable at the port of discharge. The defendant's case was, Ist— 
A denial that any engagement existed; 2nd, that when thefhipping-order 

signed he wrote a note to the plaintiffs that freight was 
ible here, and that he is only bound to sign bills of lading 
made outin accordance with the note sent with the shipping-order. 
To this plaintiffs replied, that the engagement, though a verbal one only, 
was to ait intents and purposes a binding one, inasmuch as the defendant 
had actually told them to send the goods off; and when that engagement 
was made they were not told “ freight payable here ;” and that it was not 
competent to the defendants to alter the terms after the engagement of 
freight and when the goods were in the course of shipment. ‘To this again 
the defendant said that the plaintiffs were told that the freight was payable 
here in time to prevent the shipping the goods, and that they were not 
justified in using the shipping-order if they did not intend to comply with 
the terms of the note; that he custom of Jardine, Matheson and Co. 
to collect freight at Yokohama, and that the plaintiffs have not established 
the rule that freights should always be collected at the ports of discharge, 
for that Jardine, Matheson and Co. have always collected theirs at Yoko- 
hama, as have also the P. and O. Company. The plaintiff claiming to 
have established the custom at Yokohama of making freights payable at 
the po-t of discharge, hold that Messrs. Jardine, Matheson are not 
exempted from such custom by their usage, and that the custom of the 
P. and O. Company does not establish custom over private houses. 

The Vice Consul, with the concurrence of the assessors, 
found for tbe plaintiffs with costs, on the ground “that in the 
absence of any express stipulation freight is not due until the 
voyage is performed ; that in the case of sailing vessels, the 
custom at Yokohama of freight being payable at the port of 
discharge is almost or wholly established ; and in the case of 
steamers, that the same practice has been observed in the great 
majority of instances (the P. and O. Company’s steamers being, 
by mutual agreement excepted) ; in the case of Measra, Jardine, 
Matheson, and Co,’s steamers, it does not appear that it has 
been an invariable practice to collect the freight at Yokohama, 
however much the consignees or owners might have wished to 
establish that practice, and that it was the duty of the consignee, 
before accepting a contract of freight, to have stated that the 
money was payable at Yokohama, if he deemed that condition 
a material part of the contract.” 

The case of M. O. Flowers v. J? Goble had been tried in the 
Tnited States Consular Court before Colonel Fisher. The 
plaintiff, who is H.B.M.’s Vice-Consul, charged the defendant 
“with wilfully and maliciously shooting his dog, for which ho 
claimed damages $150. The defendant denicd the charge, 
and endeavoured to make it appear that, although he had shot 
a dog on the morning in question, it was one of a number of 
Japauese dogs which had much annoyed him of late, and not 

the dog of the plaintiff; and in his address to the court con- 


















tended that it had not been proven that he did shoot the plain- 
tiff’s dog, and that even if he had done so he should have been 
justified under the laws of the United States in killing an 
animal trespassing upon his premises. An informal decision 
had been given, for convenience sake, on the day of the tria’, 
the defendant being found guilty, and sentenced to pay a fine 
of $50, Against this he gave notice of appeal. On the fol- 
lowing morning the Consul delivered a more formal decision. 
Colonel Fisher held that it was an involuntary trespass, and 
continued :—“ A notoriously vicious dog, one that habitually 
worried children, and killed sheep or poultry, the defendant would 
doubtless be justified in killing without notice, and the defendant 
would be justified in ridding us all of the miserable Japanese 
wolf dogs that infest,the settlement, of no earthly value what- 
ever, and I am sure the community would owe a debt of grati- 
tude to the defendant or any other party if he were to drive 
out all the Japanese dogs in the settlement. The dog, however, 
of the plaintiff was his companion in all his rambles, and pro- 
ven to be, not only entirely inoffensive, but of great value, 
The judgment of the court therefore, is, that the defendant is 
guilty as charged, and that he pay a fine of $50, including 
costs, and the clerk will so enter up judgment against the 
defendant.” 

In reference to the defendant’s motion of appeal, the Consul 
read from the United States Consular Regulations for Consuls 
in China, Japan, Persia, and Turkey, by section 3 of which the 
decision of the Consuls in all cases where a fine under $100 
or imprisonment for 60 days oan be inflicted, and also.in civil 
cases where the damages do not exceed $500, if he sees fit he 
may finally decide; but if, in his judgment, any case involves 
perplexities, or if the damages exceed $500, in either such 
case it is his duty to summon not less than two or more than 
three citizens of the United States. If they concur the judg- 
ment shall be final; if they differ, then each shall subscribe 
his name te his assent or dissent, with reasons, and either 
party may thereon appeal to the Minister; but if no appeal 
be lawfully claimed, the decision of the Consul shall be final 
and conclusive. 

The squadron of the British Admiral has received the 
important addition of the Conqueror, Three Dutch moen-of- 
war were daily expected. The opinion that the Japanese 
government will see the advisability of themselves coercing 
‘Tsioshiu, and effecting the opening of the Simonosiki Straits, 
was daily gaining more adherents, and it was reported that 
some very cogent arguments had been used to that end, 

There had been a Japanese report of the portion of a wreck 
having been seen on the rocks of Achasima, near Uraga, at 
the entrance of the harbour of Yokohama. Later reports 
further justified the surmise hazarded that it was probably the 
debris of the Oriental, the Star of Deace, the Viking, or sonie ‘ 
other old wreck, and nothing had occurred to change that 
opinion. 

wre the commencement of the fortnight (reports the Herald) 
we were enjoying some very splendid weather, the summer ap-- 
parently coming in very mildly upon us, the highest thermometri- 
cal range at 2 P.M. being 77. We have, with an intermission of a 
fow very fino days, beon visited with a succession of much 
rainy weather, during which, in consequence of total ebsence of 
any municipal arrangementa, the condition of our roads has 
been most wretched. Thanks, under Providence, to our sea 
aspect, aided by our self-inflicted newly-organised “ scavenger 
corps,” despite every other total neglect of sanitary arrange- 
ments, and the existence of every imaginable evil calculated to 
promote and aid the existence of malaria, the health of the 
settlement has been generally very good, though there are 
still one or two cases of small pox reported. On the 17th 
June a severe shock of an earthquake caused many to rise 
from their beds at five o’clock in the morning. We have not 
heard of any damage done, though this was certainly the moat 
severe shock experienced for the last three yeara, 

HAKODADI. 

We hear from a correspondent that on the day on which the 
Wild Dayrell arrived fracas occurred which was attended by 
serious, and possibly by fatal results, ‘The first mate of that 
vessel, named Orkney, and the second mate, named Pain, had a 
quarrel, when Orkney, drawing his revolver, shot Pain in the 
leg. The injury was of such a character that amputation of the 
limb was found necessary, and the life of the patient has baen 
considered in much danger, Orkney has been apprehended, and 
the case been undergoing investigation by Captain Vyse, 
#H.B.M.’s Consul. 
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The small steamer, formerly the Meteor, lately bought by 
Koide Mecno no Kami, Governor of Hakodadi, for $47,000, had 


been her trial trip to Eesh-ka-ree-gori, and was to leave for 
Yedo in afew days. 











CHINA. 
SHANGHAT, 

‘The London Mail of the 26th April arrived out on the 14th 
June. The dates are now down to the morning of the 20th. 

‘We regret to notice that the return of the hot weather has 
brought back also that dreadful scourge, cholera, We trust that 
the residents have not neglected the precautions which we 
pointed out last year, 

The following are the chief items of news recorded in tho 
Daily News; 

It has been for some days generally suspected that Burgevine 
has revisited Shanghai, and taken up his old pursuits. We 
have found difficulty in obtaining reliable information on the 
point, but we now learn that he has actually returned, and has, 
moreover, started for Nanking. Barclay, whose versatility of 
political opinion has justly won him so much distinction, now 
lies in the British Consular jail under warrant of the United 
tates Consul General on a charge of complicity with Burge- 
vine. We are free to confess that for the latter, weakened in 
mind and body by the effects of his wound, we feel a sincere 
and unadulterated pity, but for (Colonel) Barclay (de Tolly) we 
anticipate with pleasure a long continued incarceration, and a 
subsequent removal to some more favoured clime, where his 
insignificance as an individual will preclude the possibility of 
his becoming a plague to the community among whom his 
abode may happen to be fixed. 

A gentleman who has lately returned from Huchow-fu has 
kindly furnished us with the following particulars. The in- 
vesting army consists of the Franco-Chinese force to the number 
of about 1,600 men, under the command of General D'Aigue- 
belle, and 6,000 ordinary native troops Up to the present the 
Imperialists have not obtained a position nearer than about 
twenty miles from tho city, and the attention of the besiegers 
is devoted to the cutting off of supplies, and to the preparations 
necessary for a speedy and energetic assault. The rebels 
ere in great force, and strongly entrenched on the plains 
outside the walls. Indeed there is every indication of 
their purpose to oppose a vigorous resistance to the efforts of 
the mandarin troops, At present no fighting is going on, with 
the exception of an occasional skirmish between the more ud- 
vanced bodies. Although, as we have said, the principal body 
of besiegers is still at a very considerable distance from the 
walls, a amall portion of the French force under Colonel 
Schaedli, and another small body under Colonel Reynolds, are 
in a position somewhat closer, having entrenched themselves in 
a stockade lately captured from the enemy. That some dis- 
affection exists amongst the rebel leaders is manifeat, for about 
nix weeks since two chiefs surrendered with some five thousand 
men, and are now fighting on the Imperialist side. This is 
rendered the more remarkable by the fact that one of these 
men had distinguished himself by the bravery with 
whith, on the 29th of Mareh last, he defended the 
breach made by the Franco-Chinese in the wall of 
Hangehow (vide North China Herald, April 16). It is 
rumoured that some others of the Rebel Wangs are alao 
desirous of coming over to the Imperialists, but the majority, 
to judge by the reports of deserters and by the extensive pre- 
parations made for the defence of the city, have determined to 
hold out to the last moment. ‘The besieged do not confine 
themselves to purely defensive warfare, On the contrary, 
about three weeks since, a vigorous attack was made by a large 
body of rabels upon ‘an Imperialist camp which had been 
placed under the command of one of the chiefs who had 
deserted, It is said that the Imperialist loss on that one 
eccasion amounted to about three thousand killed and wounded. 
The attack had evidently becn preconcerted with some traitors 
in the Imperial camp, for on the approach of the enemy a large 
body of the defenders marched out and joined the rebels. 
Hangchow, if defended by European troops and properly pro- 
visioned, would be impregnable. The country in the neigh. 
bourhood of the walls is cut up in every direction by creeks, 
while the artificial defences are of the most formidable cha 
yacter and constructed on the most extensive scale. 

A report has reached us through a Chinese source to the 
effect that on the 1st June one of Tseng-Kwo-fan’s brothers, 
who holds a command in the Imperial city outside Nanking, 
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succeeded, after a protracted engagement, in capturing a rebel 
camp on the north of the city, outside the Kuang-yin gate, to 
which gate the rebels were chased, and more than four thousand 
killed. A vast amount of loot_wag taken, aud many official 
seala were found. 

Li san-ta jen (Li Ho-chang), the hero of Taitsang and of 
Many other engagements, in all of which he baa practically 
ennounced his belief that the better part of valour is discretion, 
has, in company with four others as distinguished as himself, 
been granted the distinction of tho Yellow Jacket, This may 
be intended as a compliment to the Futai, or it may be the 
result of a judicious bribe, but under no circumstances could 
@ worse selection have been made. The recipient of this 
honour has had many opportunities of displaying bravery, 
coolness, and determination, but whenever he has happened to 
find himself in danger or difficulty his senses have deserted 
him, and he has disappeared from the scene with most laudable 
colerity. 

Tt was reported that the @yrne Castle, from Fuhohau to Japan, 
had been wrecked on a rock in the “Fisherman’s Group,” and 
her crew murdered by pirates. On inquiry we find that the 
consignees of the Gyrne Casile have received no advices as to 
her loss, but that thore is reason to believe that the Vetherby 
(a vessel despatched by Messrs. Smith, Kennedy and Co., from 
Fubchau on the 20th of April) hasfoundered off the Pescadores, 
some of her tea having been offered for sale in Formosa. The 
former rumour may therefore have arisen from the latter.* 

Many of our readers are doubtless acquainted with the fact 
that it isin contemplation te lay down a line of telegraph 
between Shanghai and Woo-sung. The local native authorities 
have accorded their permission, and the enterprise will, wo 
understand, when complete, be in some way connected 
with a Chinese office, The advantages which must accrue 
from the construction of a telegraphic line are manifold. 
Vessels will be instantly reported to Shanghai 80 soon as they 
come in sight at Woosung. Vessels which may accidentally 
run ashore will not be left longer in a perilous position than 
may be necessary to transmit a message to Shanghai, and 
send a tug to the rescue. It will, moreover, prove a step 
towards establishing a line up the Yangtsze, to the North, 
and eventually to Hong Kong. ‘he sharp end of the wedge 
having once been inserted the rest will naturally and easily 
follow. It is also worthy of notice that railways and tele- 
graphic lines generally follow one another, We may, therefore, 
expect to see a railroad opened within a few years, and then 
the subjugation of China by European civilisation will be an 
accomplished fact. F 

Our Ningpo correspondent informs us that the siege of Iloo- 
chow is proceeding very slowly. The united Anglo-Chinese, 
Franco-Chinese, and native drilled troops are still at a distance 
of fifteen miles from the city, and will be compelled to scizo 
forty stockades before they can approach the wall. It would 
seem from the extensive preparations made by the rebels that a 
determined stand will be made at Hoochow, which from its 
position presents a most formidable obstacle to the completion 
of the mandarin scheme of conquest, and ensures the rebels a 
base from which to operate. Reynolds’ force is distant about 
ten miles from the French, and Schedlen (1) was, at the date of 
our correspondent’s letter (June 10th), supposed to have been 
advancing in another direction. It is said that Schedlen (1) and 
D’Aiguebelle are not on the best terms, and that some fears of 
@ rupture are entertained, 

A curious report was amusing the publio, which the Hecorder 
gives as follows :— 

“His Excellency the Futai at Hangchow had for three nights 
consecutively been troubled with a dream to the effect that the 
city was on fire,and on making examinations amongst tho 
ruins twenty lakhs of treasure were discovered. It is further 
reported that H.E. having directed his officers to the locality 
they were induced to make g search, when the treasure was 
actually discovered, and that His Excellency with praiseworthy 
generosity had apportioned two lakhs to his mea, eight to His 
Imperial Majesty, and the remaining ten to himself.” 

At a meeting of the North-China Branch of the Royal Asiatic 
Society, a very interesting paper was read on the “ Architecture 
of the Chinese.” The chair was occupied by Sir Harry Parkes ; 
and the paper was agreed to be printed by the Society. 

Messrs. Collyer and Lambert have launched a fine steamer, 
which is named the Hercules, to be used as a tug on the

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Woosung. The sunken wreck Lord Lyndhurst was still causing 


considerable uneasiness as to the navigation of the channel on 
the Pootung side. 

The ship C. 8. Zemon was on shore on the North Spit, but 
it was hoped the efforts to be made to get her off would succeed. 
A number of shij trading to and from the port of 
Ningpo have addressed a letter to the Commissioner of Customs, 
asking that some improvements be made in the approach to 
the port, which is at present without even lights or buoys. 

HONG KONG. 

The English mail of 10th May arrived out by the P. and O. 
steamer Malia on the 18th June. The dates are down to 
Sunday, the 26th, 9 4. The present mail brings a portion of 
the new teas from Foo-chow. 

It is announced that the building of the Canton Consulate 
upon the Shameen site will be proceeded with immediately. 

The Evening Mail records the following :—We are glad to 
learn that the City Hall share list promises to be well sub- 
scribed. If it were possible to raise $120,000 instead of 
$100,000, the money could be well laid out, as the style of the 
building, and its interior decoration, will be determined solely 
by the amount of money available. Another thing we might 
suggest. 
always characterised lis family, has offered to assist the under- 
taking up to $50,000, if necessary. We should endeavour to 
avail ourselves of the smallest portion of this sum possible. 
That is to say, we should act as if the amount of assistance 
Promised was only to be drawn upon to the extent of assistance 
actually required. The community should do its best, and 
then see in what measure it wants Mr. Jardine’s kind aid. 

The shares are fixed at $100 each, and it is greatly to be 
preferred, we think, that they should be as widely distributed 
as possible, so that the interest in the building may be general, 
There will be an arrangement, we should imagine, by which a 
voice in the direction of the City Hall affairs will be given to 
all holding shares—not, of course, a vote per share, as that

Now, it wculd be well, in the case 
of our City Hall, that the community should be well re- 
presented, arid every man who can afford it at all should 
take at least one share, and so acquire a right to have his 
say in the management. Not, we think, that there will ever 
arise any case for serious dispute or even for momentary dis- 
satisfaction, but it is better for us to have the right to attend 
meetings and talk out boldly than to be compelled to have our 
grumble through letters or leading articles in the papers, though 
that mesns is not to be despised either. The great thing to be 
attained, and which we shall jealously watch for, is to keep as 
manyvotes as possible out of the hands of our wealthier brethren, 
and to get a vote for every small shareholder, We say this in good 
part, and only wish to be understood as desiring to have the 
care of the building, and its general prosperity, in many hands 
rather than in few. In this view of the matter, we may advise 
intending donors to put their money in the form of shares so 
as to secure a vote in the election of committees and in the 
framing of a sort of “ constitution ” that ought to be engrossed 
in the trust-deed, and which no committee should ever have 
the power of violating. 

We have seen the present Amateur Committee made the 
subject of charges of fast and loose management, those charges 
being frequently false and brought forward in a somewhat 
offensive spirit. Our own opinion has always been that the 
amateurs did a great deal of work and got very little thanks 
for it from the organs of local opinion. The manner in which 
the tickets were taken up and the way in which the funds have 
prospered must have convinced them, however, by this time, 
that their efforts have been fully and widely appreciated by the 
community; and probably this form of response has proved 
more congenial to their feelings than the most elaborate news- 
paper applause. Bo that as it may, the possibility of dissatis- 
faction can be taken away in the City Hall case by letting holders 
of scrip have a voice in the election of office-bearers; and 
we think that intended gramblers should take means to have 
themselves represented. We are saying nothing, we feel sure,

that will at all jar with the ideas of those who have so 
kindly taken a leading share in promoting the erection of the 
building referred to. They have no desire to absorb the 
direction to themselves ; indeed, the likelihood is that they 
would be quite as well pleased to get relieved of such a duty 
as not. We conclude by asking the attontion of the present 
committee to our remarks on the subject present and future, 
and by advising people to show some interest in the matter by 
going to the Agra Bank and subscribing for shares, 

‘The Hong Kong Volunteers, companies 1 and 2, marched out 
to fire a salute in honour of Her Majesty's accession to the 
throne. The muster took place at the Government Buildinge— 
where the corps has its head-quarters—shortly after 5 P.M. 
The weather had been somewhat unsettled during the day, and 
it was feared that the march out would be interrupted by rain, 
but such did not prove to be the case. Four guns having been 
turned out after a little delay}in waiting for the ponies (the 
horse-coolies having misunderstood their instructions), the 
corps formed the order of march, and to East 
Point by way of Queen’s Road and the Praya, the band 
marching in front and playing varions enlivening strains, 
Opposite the Artillery Barracks it was found necessary to unyoke 
one of the ponies as the animal was not sufficiently tractable 
for artillery harness and had managed to get one of its legs over 
the shafts. This contre temps was soon rectified by'removing the 
pony and substituting manual power, and nothing further 
occurred to interrupt the march to East Point, which was 
reached shortly before sunset. Here there was a halt, when 
the guns were unlimbered on the quay in front of Messrs. Jar- 
dine, Matheson and Co.’s godowns, and a royal salute fired. The 
firing was very good, all the guns being well served, but the 
| detonating tubes were found to be bad, no less than seven of them 
| proving useless. They were afterwards ascertained to be old tubes 
that should have been condemned long ago. This did not, how- 
ever, interfere with the regularity of the firing, as another gun 
was ready whenever one missed fire. After the firing wasover, the 
band struck up the National Anthem, which was followed by the 
Commandant of the Corps ordering three cheers for the Queen, 
which were given with the usual enthusiasm, after which the 
word was given to break off. The Honourable Mr. Whittall 
and Mr. Henry Murray (of Messrs. Jardine, Matheson and Co.'s) 
then invited the various members to partake of some cool drinks 
which had been prepared for them, which the'gallant Volunteers 
did with hearty goodwill. Nearly all the gentlemen connected 
with Messrs. Jardine’s house turned out to witness the appear- 
ance of the corps, or to hear the band. Before giving the 
orders to limber up and re-form the line of march, the 
Commandant, for himsclf and the Volunteers, publicly 
thanked the Hon. Mr. Whittall and all connected with the 
house of Jardine, Matheson and Co., for the constant good- 
will they have evinced towards the Volunteers. That was the 
third, if not the fourth oceasion (he said) on which the corps 
had there been hospitably entertained, and they heartily 
thanked their entertainers for their many marks of sympathy 
and friendship. Three cheers having been given by the corpa, 
the band played “ For he’s a jolly good fellow.” Mr. Whittall, 
in reply, assured the Commandant of his strong sympathy for 
the Volunteers, and said he trusted this would not be the last 
time they should be partakers of his hospitality. Orders were 
then given to limber up, which was quickly done, the corps 
returning to town by Spring-gardens, the band leading, fol- 
lowed by two guns—the colours—two more guns—and the 
second (or rifle) company. 

Tt was dark as they returned home, little being visible at a 
distance but a dense black mass of hill with s clear sharp 
outline against the sky. On the other side of that hill, thou- 
sands of miles away, were the homes and friends of the men 
who were marching into Hong Kong with their guns, rifles, 
cymbals, and trombones, and doing precisely what their friends 
are doing in England—learning to handle weapons of war. It 
is all the same at home or abroad, Englishmen like to maintain 
the same national practices. However different the clime, the 
mind is the same.

PHILIPPINES, 
‘MANILA. 
The dates from this port are up to the 2ist of June. A fire 
broke out in the Government stores, and destroyed 87,000 
quintals of tobacco. 





JAVA AND NETHERLANDS INDIA. 

Our dates from Batavia are to the 28th June. Advices from 
Europe to the 16th May reached there on the 22nd by the 
French mail. 

The Governor-General arrived at Datavia on the 22nd 
June, from Samarang, where he had been to lay the 
foundation-stone of the railway station. His speech on 
the oocasion was important. His Excellency said :— 
* It was the King’s will that the railway should at all hazards 
go through, and that therefore he had used his every endeavour 
for the accomplishment of the same. That he had 
beon materially assisted by the commercial community, and 
more especially by that of Samarang. That it was therefore 
that the grant given by him was so soon confirmed by the King. 
That the exertions of the company and of Mr. de Bordes had 
brought the affair far on its road towards a real commencement, 
and that there were many native chiefs who had come to 
him and tendered portions of ground through which the 
railroad might havo to run, gratuitously. This railway was not to 
be considered a means siraply for the transport of goods, persons, 
and cattle, but also as a means of furthering civilisation among 
the natives, and the amelioration of their condition. Still 
more it must be considered as a livk in the chain which will bind, 
and which ought to bind Holland to Java and Java to Holland.” 

A number of Chinamen, sent up by the authorities of Timor 
Koepang, had arrived by one of the steamers from the Eastward. 
‘These people were passengers on board of tho English barque 
Euphrates, Capt. D. Cowen, from Sydney to Hong Kong, which 
ship was obliged to put into Koepang, owing to a mutiny that 
broke out amongst said passengers. They would be sent up to 
Singapore by the first steamer leaving for that port. 

It was reported that Sim Atjiet, a Chinaman reputed to be 
very wealthy, had absconded, leaving liabilities to some extent. 
PROBOLINGO. 

The Lamongan, after an intermission of five years, has again 
begun to emit lava. The erupticu, which commenced on 
Thursday evening, the 9th June, was preceded by rumbling 
noises and detonations in the day time, and a heavy shower of 
ashes fell in the neighbourhood of Probolingo about 11 o’clook 
P.M. On the night of the 10th the eruption ceased. 


SUMATRA, 

Cotton still continued to be brought down from the interior 
to Palembang. ‘The first exportation of the cleaned cotton by 
the Netherlands Indian Cotton Company from their establish- 
ment, took place at the commencement of the month. 

At moet places in the interior the inhabitants were busy 
cutting paddy and planting their second crops, most of which 
consisted of cotton. 

At Ampat Lawang, Redjang and Lebong a brisk trade was 
being carried on in cotton goods, tobacco, &., with Beucoolen,

Lieut. Colonel de Neve, commanding the forces in the 
West-Coast Residency, who had arrived at Sintang some 
time previously, embarked with s detachment on board 
of the gunboat, and proceeded up the river in quest of 
the enemy, with whom he came in ‘contact, and completely 
routed at Soengi Nena. Colonel de Neve thereupon returned 
to Sintang, there to await reinforcements which had been ordered 
up from Pontianak, and which were hourly expected, in order 
with their aid to carry on operations on a more extensive scale. 
On their arrival he resolved to attack the enemy in his own 
strongholds. For this purpose two columns were formed, one 
of which marched against the enemy’s entrenchments at Lobak 
Krandji, and the other against those at Selat. Both Places 
were occupied with but little loss, but on the return sharp 
firing was heard towards Soengie Mau, on the banks o 

the Kajan river, where the reserve was stationed, and a detach- 
ment was sent on in advance, under the command of Captain de 
Leon, to lend assistance to the reserve, which was in all proba- 
bility being attacked. Such was indeed the case, but the 
detachment taking the enemy, who seems to have been in force, 
in the rear, completely routed him, with the loss, however, of 
its gallant commander. On the 24th of May the troops re- 
turned per steamer to Sintang. The military Commandant has 
received orders to fortify himself at Sintang, and not to attempt 
further incursions into the enemy’s territory before reinforce- 
ments arrive, 

On the east coast of Borneo piracy has received a severe 
check at the hands of Lioutenant Bunnik, of H.N.M. steamer 
de Berkel, who has captured four piratical prows, together with 
the pirate chief Madjoe Soemi. According to the vonfession of 
the chief's brother, these prows had primarily belonged to a 
fleet of eleven vessels, six of which had been destroyed bya 
steamer near Labuan. This doubtless alludes to the feat of 
the Hainbow, 7 

Mr, Assistant Resident Dabmen had penetrated as far as 
Upper Teweh, Former expeditions to those parts had hitherto 
been unsuccessful. Later news from Bandjermassin reports 
the death of this intrepid official a few days after the success 
of his expedition. H. M.’s steamship Admiraal van Kinsbergen 
had been sent to Montallet to fetch his body. 


MALACCA STRAITS. 
SINGAPORE, 

The London mail of the 26th of May arrived on the 29th 
of June. Dates are now down to the 4th of July. The Go- 
vernor was to leave for Malacca and Penang on the 5th, per 
Pluto. His Excellency laid the foundation-stone of the new 
Court House on the 4th. The mercantile failures continue to 
be the subject of discussion, and we understand that the 
result of Messrs. Almeida’s estate will not be so favourable as 
stated in our last.

REFORM IN THE ADMINISTRATION OF FRENCH 
COCHIN-CHINA. 


To the Editor of the London and China Telegraph. 

Sir,—I beg to offer afew remarks on the above subject alluded to in 
your last issue. 

After a variety of attempts at colonisation, which have proved ttost 
disastrous to the country, the French appear to be on the eve of making 
last experiment in Cochin-Chins, 

‘The faith hitherto placed in admirals and midshipmen is now to devolve 
upon civilians of more or less experience, and it is to be hoped that some 
success will reward their efforts. 

Of the last three Governors little can be said which would redound to 
the glory of their administration. The first is reported to have been well 
intentioned, though weak, but cannot be ssid to have had a fair trial, since 
he was removed before the country was pacified. The second introduced 
that peculiar morality which distinguished his career in Tahiti; and the 
third and present one has had to reap the tares his predecessor had sown, 

‘The natural result is that the country is impoverished ; every native who 
could get away has fled ; and the new administration will, at any rate, have 
aclear field to commence operations on. That the country is capable of 
vast improvement is admitted by all who have visited it, and under a wise 
and prudent Government it would shortly recover its lost position, and 

ve a source of revenue instead of, as now, a heavy expense. It would, 
Powever, be as well f the new Governor were to visit British India and 
Java, and endeavour to prot by the experience of the two great nations 
which have so successfully ruled inthe East. Faults would doubiless be 
found, but these could be avoided, and many good regulations adopted 
which would ensure success. 

‘There is one stumbling-block which I take the liberty to point out, 
Care should be taken to organise the proper administration of what is held 
before fresh conquests increase the difficulties of the position. It might 
be well to remember the trite adage of ‘ Qui trop embrasse mal etreint.”——

COLONEL GORDON. 
(The Times.) 

The part of a soldier of fortune is in these days very difficult to play 
with honour. ven in times more addicted to admiration of brute 
courage and more tolerant of the greed of plunder, the Free Lances and 
the Conquistadores were apt to degenerate into mere vulgar ruffians and 
to be abhiorred as scourges of mankind. ‘They lack the noble cause, and 
the motive of patriotism, and the obligation of duty, which alone can give 
Fespectability to deeds of bloodshed. What Voltaire calls “Part degorger 
son prochain” is not to be encouraged except under severe limitations, 
and it is aealutary horror which mankind in general feel fur the man who 
goes forth to slay his kind in a quarrel which is not his own. But if ever 
the actions of a soldier fighting in a ign service ought to be viewed 
with indulgence and even with admiration, this exceptional tribute ls due 
to Colonel Gordon, whose career as a Chinese officer has just been ter~ 
minated by the disbanding of his force of disciplined Chinese, and by his 
own retirement, at the command of the British Government. 

If Colonel Gordon was not fighting in the cause of his own country, 
he was ising is life and expending his energy in the general interests of 
humanity. acts had the sanction of his own Government, and his 
efforts were directed to put down the most horrible system of massacre 
thet has ever existed upon the earth. His operations were conducted in a 
territory where, in a radius of thirty miles of once closely-peopled country 
not a house had been left standing, except a little village where had con- 
gregated some thousands of inhabitants who clung to life although mere 
skeletons from want. Asa specimen of the scenes which met him every 
moment in his onward marches he gives one which must make strong men 
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‘Asa specimen,” he says, “one young girl lay dead with her 
bands tied bebind her back, her breasts cut off, and her middle split up, 
while little children lay about in every direction with their throats;cut.” A 
man may justify to himself and tothe world any efforts which may have a 
tendency to check the repetition of scenes like these ; and as we read the 
account of this officer's deeds in the Blue-book just issued we are con- 
strained to the belief that never did soldier of fortune deport himself with 
anicer sense of military honour, with more gallantry against theresistingand 
with more mercy towards the vanquished, with more disinterested neglect 
of opportunities of penooal advantage, or with more entire devotion to 
the objects and desires of his own Government, than officer, who, 
after all his victories, has just laid down his sword. A history of opera- 
tions among cities of uncouth names, and in provinces the geography of 
which is unknown except to special students, would be tedious and unin- 
structive. ‘The result of Colonel Gordon's operations, however, is this: — 
‘He found the richest and most fertile districts of Chira in the hands of the 
most savage brigands. The silk districts were the scenes of their cruelty 
and riot, and the great historical cities of Hangchow and Soochow were 
rapidly following the fate of Nanking, and were becoming desolate ruins 
in their possession. Gordon has cut the rebellion ia half, has recovered 
the great cities, bas isolated and biterly discouraged the fragments of the 
brigand power, and has left the marauders nothing but a few tracts of de- 
vastated country and their stronghold at Nanking. All this he has 
effected, first by the power of his arms, and afterwards still more 
rapidly by the terror of his name. In his desperate adventures he was 
sometimes baffled, and the frequency with which bo has been wounded 
shows how Longs it was for him to inspire his followers by his example 
‘a8 well as fo lead them with military skill, With fewer scruples and less 
care for home opinions, men have carved out kingdoms and founded 
dynasties from opportunities less ‘tempting than those which Colonel 
Gordon has neglected. He would probably have done much more than 
he has done, and would have added Nanking to his conquests, had he not 
been disgusted by the treachery of the Mandarin under whose orders he 
was placed. The principal portion of the collection of despatches just 
published is occupied by a history of the negotiations and proceedings at 
the capture of Soochow. The story is long since well-known in England, 
The pale were sufficiently scandalised by the circumstance to need no 
recapitulation of the details. There can be no reasonable doubt that the 
Mandarin in command had obtained possession of the city of Soochow 
and the surrender of the rebel leaders upon solemn assurance of the 
personal safety of the prisoners, and by reason of the confidence which 
the name and high reputation of Colonel Gordon inspired. It is 
till, more indisputable that as soon as that Mandarin got these 
chiefs in bis W pclal he managed to withdraw them from the protection of 
Colonel Gordon and to put them to death, ‘This is the indigaant com- 
plaint of Colonel Gordon, it is the report of General Brown, it is the de- 
spatch of Sir Frederick Bruce. The Mandarin himself avows the crime 
and accepts its responsibility. Colonel Gordon had the full approval of 
the Commander-in-Chief and of the British Minister when he declared that 
he could hold no communication with a man who had thus compromised 
him by his treachery and cruelty. Ata very critical period he remained 
entirely inactive. The reasons which induced him ultimately to retum to 
action are given in these pepers, and as they were thought by General Brown 
and Sir Frederick Bruce of sufficient weight tooverbalance the scruples sug- 
gested by the conduct of the Footai, we must hold that Colonel Gordon was 
right in his discretion, a8 he was certainly right in his motive, when he 
once more led his disciplined Chinese in the service of a master who had 
80 grievously betrayed him. ‘There is no doubt, upon the evidence before 
us, that his wish was to retire at once from his position, and he remained 
only atthe desire of Sir Frederick Bruce, who feared that his followers, 
would go over to the Taipings and exaggerate the existing confusion. 
Bir Frederick Bruce justifies in adespatch to Earl Russell the advice he 
then gave. He says, “I have confidence both in the rectitude of his 
motives and in the soundness of his judgment, and as he is the only person 
thoroughly acquainted with the position of affairs near Soochow, and with 
the character of the corps he commands, I thought it due to him to give 
him all the support in my power. I have also provided, as far as possible, 

inst the recurrence of what took place at the capture of Soochow, and 
afier what happened on that occasion Major Gordon will avoid the mistake 
be then made of taking part in the parleys with the insurgents without 
being made acquainted with the terms of surrender, and without being 
present to see that the terms are respected. Itt is indispensable that officers 
ofcharacter should remain at the head of these semi-disciplined Chinese 
corps until tranquillity is sufficiently restored, 80 as to allow of their being 





























dissolved without danger. ise not only would the results already 
achieved be sacrificed, but the P ect of the restoration of tranquillity 
would be indefinitely postponed. ‘The magistrates, elders, and population 


of the pacified districts have united in entreating Major Gordon to con- 
tinue in the command; and every person of humanity must fecl anzious 
that they should not be exposed to a repetition of the sufferings they have 
endured since the insurgents appeared in the province.” 

It is right that an officer who has acted well under difficult circumstances 
should stand fully acquitted before his countrymen when be is retiring from 
the scene of his exploits. But we are by no means sorry that Colonel 
Gordon's career as an officer of the Governor of a Chinese province is at 
an end. We would not willingly be drawn into even a partial responsibility 
for the effects of what Sir Frederick calls Chinese ethics, and 80 long as 
an English officer in the Chinese service was leading a body of troops to 
the eapture of successive cities, and was at the same time in close corre- 
spondence with the Commauder-in-Chief of the British forces and with 
the British Minister, it would be in vain to deny that we are all in some 
measure liable to be implicated ia any massacres that may be committed 
by our officer’s Chinese masters. As the Chinese Government would not 
accept our aid on the only terms upon which we could offer it with any 
safety for our good name, we must leave these people to fyht their own 
battles. It seems that some of Colonel Gordon's men have taken service 
with the authorities of Shanghai. Are these Treaty Ports already taking 
the position to which all thiogs seem to point as their ultimate destiny? 
Are the Free Cities of the Extreme East already levying armies? 








CHINESE EMIGRATION, &. 


The following is extracted from the report for 1864 of the 
Emigration Commissioners :— 

* During the two seasons terminating in March last only two vessels 
have been chartered for the conveyance of Chinese emigrants to the West 
Indies. The first of these vessels, the Ganges, sailed at the close of the 
season of 1862-3 with 413 emigrants, of whom 293 were men, 100 
women, and 20 children, and arrived in Demerara on June 29 last in ad- 
mirable order, after a passage of 84days. Besides five infants, there died 
on the voyage seven men and eight women, making together 20 deaths, 
or a mortality of 4.83 per cent. The other ship, the Zouave, sailed from 
Canton, on Dec. 21 last, with $37 men, 157 women, 16 boys, 2 girls, 
and 5 infants, equal to 503 statute adults, She arrived in British Guiana 
on Feb, 29, after a voyage of 70 days, having lost 10 by death, equal to a 
mortalty: of 1.99 per cent. 

“ With a view to diminish the expense of Chinese emigration, which 
has been the principal objection to it, the colonies of British Guiana and 
Trinidad have agreed to receive a certain number of emigrants each 
during the next three years. The number agreed yj 2,000, of whora, 
1,250, or five-eighths, are to be received by British Guiana, and the re- 
maining three-eighths, or 750, by Trinidad. It is hoped that by this 
arrangement the cost of the establishment in China will be materially re- 
duced by being spread over a wider area, while the cost of shipping, which 
has hitherto been enhanced by the uncertainty of the demand, will like- 
wise be lessened; and that Chinese emigrants may be landed in the West 
Indies at an expense not exceeding from £20 to £25 per statute adult. 
‘That sum, considering that they do not stipulate for a return passage, 
would not exceed the expense of the Indian immigrant. The conduct of 
the emigration is entrusted to Mr. Sampson, who was emigration agent at 
Canton under Mr. Austin, and who despatched the two vessels, the 
Ganges and Zouaves, above alluded to, and it is intended for the present 
to draw the emigrants from the province of Kwantung.” 

“We have received information of only one land sale in Hong Kong 
in 1868 ; but in that case, on 12 lots sold. at $363 annual rent, the pre- 
mium realised was $6,490. These lots were put up to sale in consequence 
of the increased demand for land for the growth of English vegetables and 

jen purposes.” 
“ In the month of November the Legislative Council of Labuan passed 
an ordinance to provide for the disposal of Crown lands in that colony. 
By this ordinance it is provided that land in the colony shall be classified 
as town, suburban, and country land; that it shall be let on leases of 
999 years, which shall be sold by auction at an upset price, the bidding 
to be on a premium for the lease. The quitrents are to be paid annually 
in advance, and to be redeemable at 10 years’ purchase, and redemption 
is made compulsory when by sub-division of an allotment the quitrent falls 
below $1 per annum. Lots of which the quitrent is in arrear for 12 
months, or which remain uncultivated or unimproved for three years, are 
liable to forfeiture. All coal and minerals, with a right of entry to work 
them, are reserved to the Crown. This ordinance has, we believe, received 
Her Majesty's approval. 

“The Labuan Company, whose operations were noticed in our report of 
last year, have recently applied for the grant of a lease of the coal mines 
in that colony. By the licence granted to the company in 1860 they 
obtained the exclusive right of searching and digging for coal in Labuan, 
with the promise of a lease for 21 years, provided in the year endi 
Dec. 25, 1862, they should raise not less than 15,000 tons of coal. 
period was afterwards extended, under the circumstances stated in our 
port of last year, to Dec, 25, 1863. In January last the company ap- 
Plied for a lease, Accounts of the coal raised to Dec. 25 had not, of 
course, been at that time received, and there was reason to believe that 
when received they would show that the quantity fell somewhat short of 
the quantity stipulated in the agreement of June, 1860. Nevertheless, 
the Duke of Newcastle being of opinion that sufficient had been done to 
show the determination and ability of the company to work the mines, 
decided, in the interest of the public, to grant the lease, and instructed us 
to take the necessary steps for that purpose.”

THE “PALMERSTON” V. THE “MSDINA.”—SALVAGE. 
(Before Dr. Lushington. ) 

On the 18th February last the barque Medina, $57 tons register, from 
Yokohama, in Japan, ‘with a general cargo, from London, when off the 
Admiralty Pier at Dover, her anchor caught the mooring of the guys of 
that part of the pier still in course of construction. The steamtug Pal- 
merston, belonging to the Dover Harbour Board, towed her 
that position, for which service she now claimed compensation.

THE NEW ORDER IN COUNCIL FOR CHINA. 

In our last number we printed an ‘Oider in’ Council’ passed 
at Windsor on the 9th of July, to. which reference was made 
in the House of Commons by’the UNDER SEcaETARY for FoRrIGN 
Avrams, when he’ informed loi embers that under its sti- 
pulations * “Major “GoRvon ‘and’ other British subjects in the 
military service of the Emperor of Cumva would have to resign 
their comthiasions in ‘the Anglo-Chinese force.’ According to 
this Order in Council: we'do not see that ‘any previous Order 
or Act of Parliament affecting the question has been rescinded. 

» All that we find as the basis of the new Order is the expediency 
of explaining and amending the Hong Kong Ordinance of 1855, 
making it penal for any British subject “to assist either the 
existing Chinese Government, or any of the factions engaged,” 
by personal enlistment in their service, or to supply them with 
munitions of war. But this Ordinance was superseded by the 
Order in Council which allowed British soldiers, sailors, and 
other subjects to enter the service of the Emperor of Cama 
(but not that of opposing factions), at the time of the formation 
of the Anglo-Chinese land and ses forces. As far as this order 
is concerned, it only affects the tenour of the one alluded to 
in Clause 1, wherein it states that no penal Act or Ordinance 
previously existing extends to any British subject “who may 
“ have assisted, or who may hereafter assist, the Government 
“ of the Emperor of Cuuna, by or under the leave or licence of 
“ Her Masesty, or by or under the authority of any Order of 
“ Her Masesty in Council, at any time heretofore made, or to 
“be hereafter made.” Showing that should circumstances 
again arise when it would be conducive to the interests of 
British subjects, and the protection of their property in China, 
or the requirements of British policy in that empire, officers 
and men of the two services may again assist the Imperial 
Government, and new forces be raised under our auspices,

This Order in Council 
in no way applies to the acts of Admiral Horz or Generals, 
SraveLEy and Brown when they drove tho Taipings, . by force 
of arma, from the vicinity of our settlements; inasmuch as 
these were engagements against a common enemy, come to 
plunder and destroy.

The following important despatch has just been published :— 
. Pexina, Junx 16, 1863. 
Sir,—Your Imperial Highness will have received the note I had the 
to address you on the Oth instant, inclosing a memorandum of the 
sobstance of certain observations I had felt it my duty to make when J 
met your Imperial Highness on the 7th inttant. 

‘Aa regards the first of the two important subjects to which my obser- 
vations related, the foreign policy of China, I shall add nothing to what 
I bave already said, upon the danger which the empire wil! incur, should 
its Government fail promptly and completely to satisfy the representatives 
of other states who are awaiting its action. My present business is with 
the claims of my own Government. 

I pat first on the list the forcible exclusion of Her Majesty's consul 
from Clacthou, and the refusal of the authorities at Ningpo and Shanghai 
to rafiind transit duties surcharged to British sibjects place these fure- 
most:beciuse his Imperial Highness has fully admitted the justice of my 
representations regarding thete, and has more than once promised that the 
wrong done should be set right. 

But complaints are incessant from almost every port, of entire indif- 
ference on the part of the authorities to the provisions of the treaties 
affecting transit duties, passports, the free employment of Chinese, the 

uistion of building sites, and the recovery of debts. 
"Tao not deem it worth while to go more toto detail, because there is no 
vase before me in the catalogue of those still unsettled which could not 
have been disposed of without reference to the capital, and which could 
not now be disposed of in afew days, were the local authorities per- 
suaded of the fact that the treaties form part of the law of the land, and 
“that neglect or riolation of their provisions will be denounced and punished 
as breaches of the law. 
It was to inculcate upon the Provincial Government this proposition, so 
important to the peace of the empire in its external relations, that lurged 
your Imperial Highness many months ago to obtain a decree in the above 
terms, addressed to the local authorities throughout the empire. Your 
Toperia! Highness assured me that a circular of instructions which you 
communicated to me would obtain the desired end, and as I was indiffer- 
ent to the form, I insisted no further. But it is not too much to affirm 
that up to the present time the circular has produced no effect whatever. 
The grievances then unredressed remain unredressed still, and fresh 

wances are constantly occurring. Indeed, ‘at Hankow, the authori- 
ties deliberately violate the treaties in the matter of transit duties, and at 
‘Swatow they refuse to tssue passports unless the words “for purposes of 
trade " be excluded, alleging that this departure from the letter of the 
treaty is in obedience to the express commands of the Tsung-li-ya-men 





(Foreign Board). 

O these circumstances Iam driven fo one of two conclusions, 
Either the Im Government is unwilling to use its influence to cat 
the treaties to be fairly carried out, or it bas ‘not the power to cause its 
orders to be obeyed. "It then becomes my duty to bring these facts under 
the consideration of Her Majesty's Government as soon as possible, in order 
that it may decide on the propriety of discontinuing the moral and material 
aid hitherto afforded to the Chinese Government, and confine its efforts to 
the protection of its own interests in China, It will become impossible for 
me to allow officers to remain in the service of the Chinese Government, 
and if the Government is uneble to afford us protection against the insur- 
gents at any of the open ports, and we are consequently obliged to keep 
troops there, the revenues of the port must be applied to meet the cost of 
defence, and the payment of the indemnities and the present co-operation 
ith the Chinese Government must cease.

case if the Chinese Government persisted, on the one hand, in unfriendly

As improvements in military orges'sation in the forces, British 
and French, now co-operating against the rebels at Shangbse and Ningpo, 
there are foreign officers and troops not paid by China, and there are 
foreign officers engaged by China to command troops, and the atrange- 
ment under which there is such a variety of denominations as to render 
uniformity of system impossible, is without doubt a bad one. ‘The despatch 
under acknowledgment observes that, while it rests entirely with the Prince 
to engage British officers or not to assist the Chinese Government, the 
ahr to accept such engagement lies solely with the British 
minister 

‘This reasoning is perfectly fair, and the Prince, after giving the matter 
the fullest consideration, is of opinion that, in order to the prevention of 
confusion, it is his duty, before proceeding further, to lay down certain 
distinctions. 

Where British troope are engaged in protecting the mercantile com- 
munity at one of the ports, these being troops placed there by the British 
Government, which objects to their moving away from the port, the co- 
operation of such troops against any rebels that may approach the port 
reste entirely with the foreign government. These trvops, not being in 
Chinese pay, nor subject to Chinese control, the Chinese Goverament has 
certainly no right to direct their movements, nor has it anything to say to 
their discipline. 

This there can be no question about. But when the Chinese Govern- 
ment purchases vessels and guns, and appoints a high officer to take com- 
mand of them, the foreign military officers whom it may engage to assist 
in the instruction of its forces, inasmuch as these are {in the pay of the 
Government, cannot limit their services to action against the enemy only 
at the ports of trade. Their movements and the distribution of them 
mutt be entirely under the direction of the Chinese Government. 

‘The decision of the question whether these officers shall be authorised 
to serve China must undoubtedly-lie with the British Minister, and if his 
Excellency will not authorise their doing so there is an end of the matter ; 
but if they be authorised to lend their aid, it will be for the Prince alone 
to decide under whose command they are to be, and from what source 
they are to be paid. io 

After this plain declaration of the merits of the question, there cannot 
be on either side any usurpation of the authority proper to the other, and 
this understanding arrived at, all the remaining points involved in that case 
can be settled by discussion, 

It is the Prince's duty to reply, and he trusts that bis Excellency, when 
he shall have duly considered the matter, will reply.

SIR P. BRUCE TO PRINCE KUNG. 


Pexina, Jory 2, 1863, 

Sir,—I have received tho reply of your Imperial Highness to. my des- 
patch of the 16th of June. 

Your Imperial Highness states in explicit terms that the Government of 
China recognises the treaties as the law of the empire in its relations with 
for eigners, and that breaches’ of treaty are considered as violations of those 
laws. - But the despatch of your inpariel Highness contains nothing to 
show that this principle will be ca out in practice. I stated instances 
at Hankow and Swatow in which the authorities, in spite of the remon- 
strances of Her Majesty's consuls, have deliberately tet aside the letter 
of the treaty for no other object that to curtail the privileges of 
Her Majesty's subjects. Your Imperial Highness in your reply does 
not allude to these cases, nor do you inform me that any steps have 
been taken to remedy these grievances or to prevent a repetition 
of such conduct, I aur simply requested to send in a list of the grievances 
complained of, and I am informed that the local authorities will be urged 
to settle them with speed. Such a proposal is entirely unsatisfactory, for 
what reason have I to suppose that the instructions now to be sent by your 

Imperial Highness will be attended to when [ see that the orders which I 
am assured were given by your Lcperial Highness for the redress of out- 
rages such as that committed on Her Majesty's Consul at Chao-chow- 
foo, and for the repayment of surcharges at Shanghai and Hankow, have 
been disobeyed ? 

Moreorer, I do not complain of particular acts only; I complain of the 
disregard generally shown to treaty obligations by the local authorities, and 
to the constant complaints I receive from the ports of the levy of exces- 
sive duties, and of the refusal to repay surcharges improperiy levied, &c. 

Some time I suggested to your Imperial Highness that in the latter 
class of cases, where the Foreign Commizsioner of Custom differs in opinion 
from the Chinese authority, and considers that the lower rate of duty is 
the one justly due, or that a surcharge should be repaid, the opinion of the 
Foreign Commissioner should prevail until the question be decided at 
Peking. In such matters of detail it is evident that the Foreign Commis- 
sioner, whose sole duty it is to transact business cf this kind, is far more 
likely to be right than the Chinese authority, who has many other duties 
to perform. Had your Imperial Highness adopted this suggestion, many 
of the lesser complaints would have been avoided. 

With respect to the deliberate breach of treaty stipulations, of which [ 
gave instances both at Hankow and Swatow, I have simply to observe, 
‘that as long as the Imperial Government refuses to in the usual

In the meantime I shall address a circular to the consuls at the different 
ports to bring all matters in dispute again before the notice of the local 
authorities, with ‘a view to their speedy settlement. 1 shall be able to 
judge from the result how fer the instructions given to them by your 
fmperial Highness are sufficient to induce them to act in accordance ‘with 
the treaty. a 

As to the employment of foreign officers, I repeat that it is necessary 
for the security of China that the Imperial Government should undertake 
the question of milltary organisation, and not leave it to the provincial 
officers, For no officer of character will serve unless the terms on which 
he lends his services and his position are recognised by the Imperial Go- 
vernment. The system hitherto pursued at Colnkiane and Kiang-soo is 
fall of danger to all who are interested in the tranquillity of China.—I

Bir,—The present aspect of affairs in this country renders it expedient, 
in my opinion, that the remainder of the 20th Regiment, now at Hong 
Kong, should be sent here. 

T have, therefore, requested Vice-Admiral Sir A. Kuper to place the 
means of transport at your disposal, and have now to beg that advan- 
tage may be taken of it to send the remaining portion with as little 
delay as possible. 

T have called upon the Japanese Government to provide the necessary 
barrack accommodation, and I trust that it may be ready for them on 
their arrival. Barrack furniture, however, will be found, and if, as I 
understand, it has already been supplied to the regiment, I think it would 
be desirable that they should bring what they may require with them. 

As regards tent equipage, my present object is to have the regiment 
quartered here for the protection of this settlement, in the event of the 
squadron being required to undertake operations at a distance. 

But it is impossible to say, in view of future contingencies and the 
unsettled state of the country, whether the regiment, or a portion of 
it, may not also be required to enter into active operations away from 
this place.

RAILWAYS IN CHINA. 
(RALLWAY NEWS.) 
It isa remarkable fact that at this moment the condition of the remote 





empire of China is becoming as important and also as perplexing a ques- 
tion for English statesmen as that old standing difficulty—the condition of 
the sister isle of Ireland. The reason of this it is not difficult to discover. 
We have a large interest at stake in China. During the last ten or twelve 
years a vast commerce has been developed between Great Britain and the 
Celestial Empire, and year by year it is rapidly increasing. We get 
more tea and silk from the Chinese than we used to do, and they have 
begun to supply us with cotton into the bargain. On the other hand, 
the cottons of Manchester, the woollens of Leeds and Bradford, the 
cutlery of Sheffield, and ‘the miscellaneous “toys” of the hardware 
village, Birmingham, are gradually finding their way into new markets 
throughout China. When the American trade suddenly fell off, and 
our merchants and manufacturers had to look about them for new sources 
of supply and demand, the China trade amply repaid the increased 
attention which was devoted to it, and a cousiderable rise is apparent 
both in our exports and imports to and from that quarter. Anything, 
therefore, that tends to promote the prosperity of that vast dominion 
over which the Brother of the Sun and Moon holds sway, must in- 
directly be a gain to Great Britain. 

The extent of our mercantile transactions with China is all the more 
remarkable on account of the many and serious difficulties under which 
they are at present carried on. As is well known, we are confined 
mainly to the seaboard, with the exception of some points on the 




















Yang-tze-Kiang; and the transport of goods to and from our stations 
is rendered costly and subject to vexatious delays by the primitive 
mode of transport on the backs of men. By means of the bamboo, 
resting on his shoulder, and bearing at each end a well-balanced 
chest, a porter can carry from a hundredweight to a hundred- 
weight ond-a-half; but the number of men required to take away 
or bring down a cargo, andthe time consumed in the operation, constitute, 
perhaps, the least part of the evil. During the journey the goods are ex- 
pused to injury from the weather, from the carelessness of the porters, and 
fromr pillage of every kind. Highwaymen infest the roads, pirates lurk in 
the reeds by the river-side, ready to pounce out on the ricketty junk or 
unwieldy raft which they have marked as their prey. And escaping the 
clutches of the depredators whom the law denounces, although apparently 
powerless to put them down, the hapless merchants suffer heavier, because 
more systematic and inevitable, spoliation at the hands of the guardians of 
the law themselves—the wearers of crystal buttons and other emblems of 
Imperial authority. The great evil of the country, we are told, the 
incubus which weighs upon and bows down the people, which cripples 
their energies, paralyses their trade, and deprives them of the legitimate 
incentive to exertion, is the “ squeezing,” or black mail, not of the free- 
booters of the forest, but of the mandarins of the cities. Brery city, 
almost erery village, has its form of mandarin, and every pound of goods 
pays its proportionate quota in ¢ransitu. Moreover, the existing means of 
transport are utterly inadequate to the rapidly growing trade of the 
country ; and the cost of repairing the Grand al, which is in a de- 
plorably damaged condition, will be such as to occasion its being indefl- 
nitely postponed in the present exhausted state of the Imperial Ex- 
chequer. Under these circumstances, the introduction of rail 
railways into China naturally suggests itself as a means of overcoming the 
difficulties which we have been pointing out. The railway would supply 
a rapid, safe, and economical communication between the emporiums in 
the interior and the ports of shipment. The goods would not be liable to 
damage, and the numerous stoppages would be avoided which give the man- 
darins so many opportunities of “ squeezing.” Goods would be carried, for 
instance, direct from Hankow and Canton or Shanghai, as the case might 
be, without being opened or disturbed on the way, and a single fixed duty 
would be payable at either end. Of the general benefits which thi 
railway would confer on the country, we need scarcely stop to speak, for 
they are too obvious. Trade and industry would be stimulated, directly 
or indirectly ; well-paid employment would be provided for thousands whe 
are nov: almost starving for want of work ; and food and other necessaries 
would be cheapened. Lonking at the matter from the English point of 
view, we should be great gainers in procuring direct and speedy socess to 
the sources of supply in the interior, and to the parts of the country 
where our productions are most in request—that is not in the warm South, 
where people want but little clothing, but in the North, where a cold cli- 
mate secures an eager reception for our cottons and woollens, 

Impressed with these convictions, Sir Macdonald Stephenton has lately 
paid a visit to China, and investigated on the spot the question of the poss 
sibility of introducing railways into that part of the world. The greater 
portion of the pamphlet which he has published on the subject since his 
return is filled with letters from the most eminent firms in Canton, 
Shanghai, and Hong Kong in favour of his views. They are all of one 

ind as to the advantages which the railway would confer on trade and 
although some may doubt the extent to which the system can 
be carried, at any rate, in the meantime, Taking the map of China, Sir 
Macdonald Stephenson fixes upon Hankow as a central point, from which 
he proposes to have lines diverging east to Shanghai, about 650 miles 5 
south to Canton and Hong Kong, 850 miles; north to Peking, 800 
miles; and west to Soochow (on the Chinese frontier), and to India, about 
1,600 miles. It is a magnificent scheme. Only fancy stepping into & 
first-class express at Calcutta and being whisked off to Feking or Hong 
Kong! It almost takes one’s breath away. One can scarcely imagine 
the fecomotive as an additional element in the quaint willow landscape 
which one naturally associates with the idea of Chinese scenery. And 
yet there is nothing impracticable in the plan. The general features of 
the country to be traversed by the railway offer no engineering diticulties 
worth meationing. 

‘The valley of the Yang-tsze secures an uninterrupted line of easy 
dients from Hankow to Shanghai; to the south the valleys of the river 
Kow, or Hang, and Pe, running almost direct from Hankow to Canton, 
are separated only by the range of the Meiling mountains, in which both 
rivers take their rise, and over which the line can, it is said, be carried 
without having recourse to gradients or curves of a nature to require any 
special provision for engine power. It is only the novelty and vastness of 
the project which suggest difficulties; but Sir M. Stephenson is fortified 
by a powerful precedent in the case of India. 

“ Those,” he says, “who cau look back some twenty or twenty-five 
years, and recollect the active discouragement and passive obstructiveness 
encountered in Leadenhall-street and Cannon-row when I first undertook 
the introduction of railways into India, the prophetic sssurance of in 
evitable failure ; of insuperable obstacles of floods, white ants, and de- 
structive influences of sun and damp; impossibility of maintenance ; in 
disposition oF the people to change former habits; and necessary high and 
prohibitory rates to cover the great cost; and who have watched the rapid 
extension of the system of Indian railways, and are aware of the active 
exertions which have been made to prepare for the future line of railway 
by Constantinople to India, will not be disposed to discredit the ex- 
pectation that, within from twenty to twenty-five years, passengers and 
goods will be conveyed from London, through Europe and Asia by Con- 
stantinople and British India, to Canton and Peking.” 

Sir Macdonald, however, is too experienced and practical a man to 
imagine that a scheme of such magnitude can be started at once as a 
whole. While looking forward to the great system which will one day 
span Asia from end to end, he would be quite content at present to see 
a “commencement made on a very moderate scale, with the certainty 
that a short line once completed and at work other lines will be extended 
over the country with a degree of rapidity inconceivable to those who are 
unacquainted with the resources and means available in China.” In this, 
as inso many other places, c'est le premier pas gui coute. The diffi- 
culty is to get the first few joints of rail laid, It is probable that at firat 
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there might be some opposition on the part of the le to give up their 
land for the purpote, Put that would soon resolve, fself into © question of 
compensation. According to Sir Macdonald, a meeting of native 
merchants and others was held in Canton, who expressed themselves 
highly in favour of his plans, and signified their readiness to subscribe 
part of the capital. The common people, too, were disposed to approve 
the idea, and flocked to see the “ good man who had come to give them 
a railway.” On the other hand, it is clear that the men in 
Bower in China are prepared to offer any scheme of the kind 

termined opposition. The governor of Shanghai curtly refused to 
transmit to Peking the memorial of British merchants craving 
leave to make a short line from that port to Soochow, 
declaring that it would give foreigners an amount of in- 
fluence which could not be tolerated, and although Prince Kung is 
said to be not unwilling to give the experiment a trial, the man- 
darins generally are dead again it, Ie the Imperial Government knew 
their own interest they would, of course, be eager to secure the means 
which the railway wonld give them of commanding the whole of their 
vast dominions in an effectual manner, and Sir M. Stephenson's proposals 
ae very contiliatory. He is quite willing that the railways should be con- 
structed for the Government upon their undertaking to buy interest at 12 
per cent. per annum on the outlay, and that there should be an equal 
division with the Government of surplus profits above that percentage. 
The Customs revenue would afford ample security for the payment of the 
interest. If the oters will, in the meantime, confine themselves to 
one or two short lines, such as between Shanghai and Soochow (60 miles) 
Canton and Fatshan (18 miles), or Canton and Hong Kong (90 miles), 
wo shall not despair of seeing the Imperial Government grant a concession 
in moment of confidence and good nature. The Fatshan line, which 
could be completed in fifteen utonths, would be a capital subject for the 
experiment, and when once the Chinese have had actual experience of 
the benefits of the railway, we should have no fear of the result. 








Letrer rio Japan.—Extract of a private letter, dated Yokohama, 
Japan, May 26, 1864.—« May in Japan seems to be the season for panics. 
Last year, about this time, if you recollect, letters spoke of a panic, and 
the same thing occurs again now. The two-sworded gentry are swag- 
gering, insulting, and fiercer looking than usual—the Japanese money 
changers of note have been imprisoned, the governor is excited, and 
things are beginnin, ‘in to look unpleasant. To satis! rather allay, 
the feeling of alarm amongst the people on shore, the soldiers are loaded 
with ball cartridge. On the 28rd two old Japanese hulks, the represen- 
tatives of Japan’s fleet, moved from the proximity of the Fort of Kana- 

wa and sailed for Yeddo, in all probability to take station behind the 
fine there. This gave rise to a report that at midnight the fort and gons 
on the hill near the town were to open fire, and as you may imagine this 
considerably frightened the nervous among the dollar grinders, especially 
as it blew great gunsall night. However, the forts and guns on the bill 
thought better of the matter, and all were allowed to sleep in peace. 
few days before a stariling paragtaph appeared in a daily paper that some 
Daimio was marching on Yokohama with a large force, and might be ex- 
pected. The ptince itt question was most likely smoking bis pipe at home 
—at all events, he has not yet turned up, Politically matters are bad. 
Sir R. Alcock visited Yeddo and the Gorogio on the 16th; 
the result of the interview was not satisfactory. The French 
minister followed afew days after with the same result. The officers 
of the Coromandel during their day's stay at Yeddo counted over 
100 guns thounted{ in the forts, It seenislikely that if you do not 
consent quietly toleave this place and retire gracefully to the méntrap 
at Nagasaki; they will be foolish enough to try force. If a number of 
half-drunken, determined men were to make a night attack on the foreign 
settlement, and at the same time the guns (of the number of which we 
kno w very little) pitch into the ships and town, a good many of we 

yvjls ashore would come to grief, especially the ladies, of whom there 
ate y fresh arrivals. Of course what would follow would be a severe re- 
tribution, and give the Buxton party a lot to talk about; but this would 
be to consolation to the unfortunates murdered. The Dutch join us in 
the Simonosaki affair; but if any attempt is made on Yokohama this Si- 
monosaki affair would in all probability stand over. Messi¢urs les Japonais, 
you are too late. Last year we were almost at yout mercy—now the

LiveaPoot Emtcration Rerurns.—From the Government emigra- 
tion returns for Liverpool for the month of July it appears that during that 
month 28 vessels sailed under the provisions of the Act, carrying 9,111 
steerage and 371 cabin passengers; total, 9,482, or 1,482 less than in the 
corresponding period of 1869. Of the 28 ressels, 21 sailed for the United 
States, carrying 267 cabin and 7,512 steerage pastengers. Of the latter 
4,527 were Irish, 1,971 English, 675 foreigners, and 289 Scotch. For 
Canada there were four ships, with 421 stecrage and 95 cabin passengers; 
for Victoria, two ships, with 735 steerage and 8 cabin pastengere ; and for 
Queensland, one vessel, with 443 steerage and one cabin passenger. Of 
ships sailing independently of the Act there were 20, of which 8 sailed for 
the United States with 500 ngers, two for Canada with 55 passengers, 
four to the West Indies with 29 ngers, two to South America with 
‘84 passengers, to Africa one vessel with 25 passengers, and to New Brunt-

BOARD OF TRADE RETURNS. 


The Board of Trade returns for the month of June again 
present extraordinary totals, the declared value of our exporta- 
tions having been £13,978,256, which is £2,706,999, or 24 
percent., in excess of those of the corresponding month of 1863: 
Compared with June, 1862, the increase has been to the unpre- 
cedented extent of 45 per cent., a fact which will account for 
the active employment of money and the maintenance of high 
rates of discount. Much of this augmentation, however, is due 
to the high prices of all the principal staples, the exports of 
cotton-yarn, for instance, showing an excess of 32 per cent. in 
value over those of 1863, and of only 17 per cent. in quantity ; 
while in cotton goods the excess has been 24 per cent. in value, 
andonly 4 per cent. in quantity. The present returns com- 
plete the half-year, aud it appears that the value of our export 
trade for that period has been 26 per cent. above that of the 
first six months of 1863, and 36 per cent. above that of the 
preceding year.
